Philadelphia. Pa., Nov. 2.— For the 
first tim e in her history P en n sylvan ­ 
ia has this year supplanted New York 
Ohio. 
Indiana and other of the so ­ 
called doubtful states as the real bat­ 
tleground of a presidential election. 
For alm ost half a century the only 
question in connection with an e lec ­ 
tion in the K eystone State has been 
a s to the size o f the Republican m a ­ 
jorities. 
Today, a fact alm ost w ith­ 
out precedent, real doubt exists as to 
w hich one of the three leading candi­ 
dates for President 
will obtain the 
electoral vote of this state. 
Eight party colum ns with presiden­ 
tial electors and one blank colum n 
will be on the 
Pennsylvania 
ballot 
next Tuesday. The electoral tickets 
w ill appear in the follow ing 
order: 
Republican, 
Dem ocratic, 
Prohibition, 
Socialist, Bull 
Moose, 
Industrialist, 
R oosevelt P rogressive and W ashing­ 
ton. T he W ashington, B ull Moose and 
R oosevelt Progressive electoral tick­ 
ets are the sam e, and the Republi­ 
can and W ashington State tickets are 
identical. The K eystone party did not 
nom inate an electoral ticket and the 
Lincoln electoral and 
state 
tickets 
were withdrawn. The K eystone party 
has a state ticket, how ever The state 
election is for state treasurer, audi­ 
tor general and four congressm en-at- 
large. 


Taft at Newark Exercises. 


Newark. X. J., Nov. 2.— With a m il­ 
itary parade and interesting ex ercises ! 
a m agnificent bronze statue of W ash­ 
ington, a gift to the city of Newark 
from the late Am os II VanHorn, was 
form ally dedicated today. 
President 
Taft and a num ber of other notable 
guests, as well as a large concourse 
of citizens, w ere present. The dedi­ 
cation cerem onies w ere presided over 
by Justice Francis J. Swayzo, of the 
N ew Jersey Suprem e 
Court. 
Mayor 
H aussling delivered the introductory 
address. President Taft addressed the 
assem b lage and pronounced a s p le n - 1 
did tribute to the patriotism and m ili­ 
tary g enius of W ashington. The statue 
was unveiled 
by 
A ssociate 
Ju stice 
MahIon Pitney of the Suprem e Court 
of the United States. 


The m onum ent has been erected on 
a con sp icu ou s site 
in 
W ashington 
Park. The statue, which is the work 
of J. M assey Rhind, 
the 
New 
York 
sculptor, represents G eneral 
W ash­ 
ington standing beside his horse. The 
m em orial is tw elve feet high, the fig­ 
ure of W ashington being nine feet in 
height. In stead of a pedestal, a five- 
pointed fortress mound serv es as the 
base of the statue. In the faeado 
the mound 
there 
is 
embedded 
bronze desvriptive tablet.

C onstantinople, Nov. 1.— The T urk­ 
ish arm y has recaptured Hie town of 
B unarhissar from the Bulgarians and 
also has defeated the B ulgarians in 
th e vicinity of Visa. according to d is­ 
patches received here this afternoon 
I rom Nazim Pasha, 
com m ander 
chief of rh. Turkish forces. 


Nazim's dispatches declare the Bu! 
garian losses w ere heavy aud that 
the T urkish army 
corps 
hav 
been ordered to advance. 
The dispatches announcing the re­ 
capture of B unarhissar w as sent by 
Nazim Pasha ar L U . o ’clock this aft­ 
ernoon. It said also that the Bulgar­ 
ian colum n had been cur off. A tele­ 
gram from Nazim sent ar 
2 o ’clock 
this afternoon said: 


"Our right wing has been advanc­ 
ing sin c e yesterday from Visa. Mah- 
moud Af bkt ar P a s h a s army, has van­ 
quished the Bulgarian 
colum n 
and 
now all of our arm y corps have been 
ordered to advance.” 
Bulgarians Being Surrounded. 
A com m unication by Nazim Pasha 
to the Sultan during 
the 
m orning 
stated that thr Bulgarian foico.s grad­ 
ually were being hem m ed in on four 
sides. It esp ecially
